MAILING 

1 . Postage  Regulations

In  Lesson  3,  you  discovered  that  the  structure  of  the  novel  Of  Mice  and  Men  is  very  much 
like  the  structure  of  a play.  In  fact,  when  the  novel  was  adapted  for  the  stage,  much  of  the 
dialogue  was  transferred  word-for-word  to  the  play. 


For  this  assignment,  you  will  be  one  of  the  characters  in  the  play  Of  Mice  and  Men.  Choose  a 
scene  from  the  novel  that  contains  dialogue  between  two  characters.  With  a partner  do  an  oral 
reading  of  that  dialogue.  If  you  are  unable  to  do  a reading  with  a partner,  select  a scene  from 
the  novel  that  could  be  adapted  as  a monologue,  for  example,  the  scene  at  the  end  of  the 
novel  when  Lennie  realizes  he  has  “done  a bad  thing”  when  he  kills  Curley’s  wife,  or  later  in 
the  novel  when  he  returns  to  the  pool  to  wait  for  George. 


Practise  reading  your  chosen  dialogue  aloud  several  times.  Try  varying  your  volume,  pacing, 
and  pitch.  As  you  practise,  ask  yourself  the  following  questions: 

• What  would  my  character  be  feeling? 

• What  would  he  or  she  be  thinking? 

• Would  my  character  be  speaking  loudly  or  quietly,  quickly  or  slowly? 

• Where  would  my  character  be  putting  emphasis?  Where  might  he  or  she  pause?

Journal  Assessment  Criteria 

Content 

Ideas  are  thoughtful,  perceptive,  and  original.  The  content  is  detailed  and 
the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  is  self-evident.  An  organizing 
principle  makes  ideas  easy  to  follow. 

6 marks 

Ideas  are  generally  thoughtful  and  perceptive  but  lack  originality.  Some 
details  are  included,  but  the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  are 
not  always  evident.  An  organizing  principle  is  present  but  not  consistently 
maintained. 

4 marks 

Ideas  are  not  particularly  thoughtful,  perceptive,  or  original.  Details  are 
sketchy  and  there  is  little  evidence  of  a consistent  purpose  and  sense  of 
audience.  Content  seems  largely  disconnected. 

2 marks 

Ideas  are  not  at  all  clear,  and  any  detail  is  confusing  and  conflicting.  The 
writing  displays  little  or  no  understanding  of  the  task. 

Insufficient 

Writing  Skills 

Language  has  been  selected  that  reflects  thoughtful  creativity.  The  writing 
has  been  effectively  revised  and  edited  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling, 
and  punctuation. 

4 marks 

The  language  used  is  generally  appropriate  but  often  vague  or  general. 

There  is  evidence  of  revision  and  editing  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  and 
punctuation,  but  errors  persist  that  might  interfere  with  comprehension. 

2 marks 

The  language  used  is  inaccurate  and  inappropriate.  There  is  no  clear 
evidence  of  revision  or  editing  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  or 
punctuation.

Explanations  infrequently  make  references  to  skills,  concepts,  knowledge,  and  values. 
Self-assessment  sheets  indicate  limited  learner  awareness.

The  student  inadequately  explains  the  decisions/rationale  behind  the  inclusion  of 
items.  Explanations  make  scanty  references  to  skills,  concepts,  knowledge,  and  values. 
Self-assessment  sheets  indicate  very  limited  learner  awareness. 

Thought  and  Detail 

1 mark 

The  portfolio  shows  a great  deal  of  imagination  and  creativity  and  a willingness  to  take 
risks.  All  of  the  work  is  thoughtfully  and  neatly  done  and  is  appropriate  for  the  target 
audience. 

5 marks 

The  portfolio  shows  creativity  and  a willingness  to  take  risks.  The  work  is  generally 
thoughtfully  and  neatly  done.  Most  of  it  is  appropriate  for  the  target  audience. 

4 marks 

The  portfolio  shows  some  creativity  and  some  willingness  to  take  some  risks.  The  work 
is  fairly  well  done.  Some  attention  is  given  to  the  target  audience. 

3 marks 

The  portfolio  shows  limited  creativity  and  little  willingness  to  take  risks.  The  work  is 
carelessly  done.  Little  attention  is  given  to  the  target  audience. 

2 marks 

The  portfolio  shows  very  little  creativity  and  an  unwillingness  to  take  risks.  Little 
thought  and  detail  have  been  given  to  the  items.  The  work  is  seldom  appropriate  for  the 
target  audience.
